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KIRK KILISSE FALLS 
BEFORE BULGARIANS 


(Special cable to the Monitor) 


LONDON—The curtain which has hung over the Thracian 
theater has suddenly been lifted and im terms laconic enough for 
the Duke of Wellington the Bulgarian war office announces that 
after a series of desperate combats Kirk Kilisse has been taken, 
with a large number of war trophies and prisoners. Thus the first 
act of the great Adrianople battle has ended in a complete Bul- 
garian victory. 

General Savoff opened the attack by stretching a screen of 
Bulgarian troops from the Arda on his extreme right past Kirk 
Kilisse to Tirnova and Shamakov, a distance of 60 miles. Having 
rendered the Turks uncertain in this way where the decisive blow 
would be delivered, he directed a strong attack on the forts along 
the Arda, Maritza and Tundja, whilst he hurled a decisive blow 
at Kirk Kilisse. The operations began on the left on the twenty- 
second and were brought to a temporary conclusion by the capture 
of Kirk Kilisse at 11 o’clock on the twenty-fourth. 

The exact significance of the victory cannot be surmised till 
official returns are made. It is at present unknown what propor- 
tion of the covering army of Abdullah Pasha was employed or 
wiether his reserves were brought into action or not. If they were 
not the next phase of the struggle will possibly be in the shape of 
a counter-attack from the railway line, along which they were 
escheloned previous to the battle. 

Failing this, much will depend upon the line of the Turkish 
retreat. They may have retreated on Visa or have scattered, part 
retiring on the bridge over the Maritza at Kuleli Bugas and the 
remainder along the. road to Rodosto. If the reserves have been 
in action Bulgarians will have to decide in what strength to invest 
Adrianople before pursuing the main Turkish force. 

Meanwhile the Servians have improved their position by 
driving the Turks out of Kumanove in the Girection of Uskub.

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CaN it be possible that experience 1s 
teaching the great railroad systems of the 
country that centralization in management 
has been pushed to the extreme, and that 
the welfare of those organizations demands 
a return, if not to at least toward. the old 
system of local control? Time was when 
communities had their own particular 
railroads, just as they had their own 
particular baseball clubs—railroads whereot 
the interests were bound up in and identified with the localities and 
the territory which they served. In those days the shipper and the 
passenger had an acquaintance, more or less intimate, with the rqil- 
road president, superintendent, general passenger agent and so on. 
Everybody in town and country knew the railroad freight schedules 
and the railroad passenger rates. Everybody, also, knew all about the 
equipment and the time schedules, and when anything went wrong the 
patrons of the road used to call on the officials and sympathize with 
them, or vice versa. Particularly active were the patrons: when it 
appeared that the local road was neglectful of or doing anything 
calculated to injure local interests. 

Everybody knows what happened. The smaller lines were 
absorbed by the larger; the larger lines combined with others; roads 
became systems and headquarters were moved to and _ business 
centralized in places far, far away from the people who supplied the 
traffic that paid the expenses and met the dividends. For twenty-five 
years and more the railroads have been centralizing farther and 
farther away from the people. 

Now there are signs of a change from all this, a change from 
centralization to decentralization, a tendency away from long 
distance management and a return to something closely akin to 
home rule. This change has been made evident in two conspicuous 
instances recently. On the Harriman lines there is in process, it 1s 
reported, a decentralization of the traffic department; on the Frisco 
lines a decentralization of the operating department. Only when 
regarded as tendencies are the changes so far to be counted as 
important. These seem to be directly toward the localizing or 
sectionalizing of business on the systems named, The movement 
for more than a quarter of a century has been toward nationalization 
and continentalization, with the focal point in each case seemingly 


Strange 
Return in 
Railroading 


Discussion of the wrongs of Indians at the 
hands of white men and of the rights of 
Indians as human beings and wards of the 
nation, by the speakers at the Mohonk 
conference, has been unusually candid this 
year. There is an evident determination to 
say out loud some things which have been, 
for some years, merely thought. In the 
first place, the commissioner of Indian 
affairs is not given sufficient power in choice 
of subordinates and in determining his department policy. Of 
course, the secretary of the interior: must have final authority; bat 
€ven so, it is contended that he now interferes where he need not, 
and this too often for political reasons. This is no reflection on the 
present incumbent. It is a criticism which rests against a system of 
departmental organization in which bureau chiefs have not requisite 
authority in their own field. 

Secondly, it seems to be agreed that politics still has much to do 
with naming of agents and inspectors for the Indian service. Hence 
scandals such as have just been exposed among the Ojibways at 
White Earth, Minn., and among the Pimas in Arizona. The truth of 
the matter is that predatory interests of vastly increased power now 
covet Indian ‘territory and have influence in shaping nominations 
and policies which further their interests. Consequently there never 
was a time when more vigilance was needed in consideration of 
Indian titles to waterpower, irrigation rights, mineral and oil deposits 
and timber tracts. Upon this form of further protection rather than 
on new educational facilities or further allotment of lands, emplasis 
now should be laid. 

This is not the point of view solely of critics like officials of the 
Indian Rights Association. Former Commissioner Valentine, just 
resigned from the service, has argued at Mohonk at this session, 
just as he did three years ago, for thoroughgoing legislative and 
administrative reconstruction of the Indian bureau.

In 1880 Eugene had a population of 
1117; 1n 1900 the census gave it a population 
of 3236, but in’ 1910 it was credited with 

9009. It is growing at such a rate that it 
——<—<—<—— may rank as the second city in Oregon by 
1920. Eugene is rapidly becoming a manufacturing as well as a 
merchandise-distributing point. Tributary to it is one of the most 
fertile agricultural areas in the Pacific Northwest. Now it bids fair 
to become a transportation center; in fact, it is making so much 
progress in this direction that one of the Portland newspapers calls 
it “The City of Radiation.” 

Eugene has just been engaged in holding a jubilee, the occasion 
being the completion of the Oregon electric railway between that 
point and Portland.

The Wyandotte then led off for 
a time, and, in rotation, the Leghorn, the Brahma and the Langshan 
attained first place, the Plymouth Rock apparently being distanced. 
Soon, however, the latter began to lay twice daily and it was not long 
before she had passed all the other contestants. 

The latest official report from Mountain Grove brings the match 
down to Oct. 1, at which time the Plymouth Rock had 260 eggs to 
her credit for the eleven months. She was so far in the lead of the 
other competitors that she had found it unnecessary to lay continu- 
ously. It was reported, moreover, that she took a long vacation 
through the summer months, and that she later experienced no dif- 
ficulty whatever in catching up with those hens that had kept steadily 
at their task. 

The final score will be announced on Nov. 1. On that date large 
crowds will be assembled at Mountain Grove. There will be brass 
band music, a parade and other evidences of public enthusiasm.

Mucu has been said of late with regard to 
the revolution that may be brought about in 
farm management and farm life by the appli- 
cation of electricity to the needs of both, and 
most of what is said is true. Labor-saving 
devices operated electrically can do as much 
for the rural as for the urban dweller, and | 
will, undoubtedly, do as much for him when | 
the means of generating electricity cheaply ||_ 
shall be placed within his reach, or when 
electricity produced cheaply in central distributing plants shall be at 
his call. It stands to reason that the electrically equipped farm must 
be the rare exception rather than the rule until electricity shall be 
generated on the farm or supplied to the farmer at a cost or a frice 
that he can afford to meet. Mr. Edison has installed in a model 
dwelling a gasoline engine and storage battery which, when in opéra- 
tion, enables one by button pressure to heat water or work a piano 
player, a moving picture apparatus, a clothes wringer, vacuum cleaner 
or iron heater. In all probability the equipment could be utilized to 
meet the peculiar needs of the farmhouse as well as those of the 
suburban home, but the outfit would constitute a luxury at its present 
cost. Aside from the expense attached to the installation, it must be 
remembered that the price of gasoline is constantly advancing. 

A Pittsburgh contemporary, the Dispatch, points out in this 
connection that the windmill has not been generally used to generate 
electricity because the wind frequently fails altogether and is con- 
stantly varying in force. But there may be invented a method of 
storing up the electricity generated by windmills when working. 
Water which they pump is so stored now. The windmill has been 
the farmer's friend for ages; it 1s now employed on thousands of 
farms in the pumping of water for domestic, stable and irrigation 
purposes. There appears to be no good reason why it cannot be 
developed with the view of generating electricity in sufficient quantity 
to supply the farm home and outhouses with power and light. 
Economy is the point that must be kept in view when one advocates 
the greater employment of electricity on the farm. Conservation 
and development of waterpower by rural communities will, in the 
future, go far toward meeting the needs of the farm in this partic- 
ular: but for the scattered and isolated country homes, some device 
for the generation of electricity on the premises, at a nominal cost, 
seems to be the thing wanted.
